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Abstract 



PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a toe supporter for skin disease which improves air permeability 
by preventing the contact of toes and can be put on even under socks as well. 
SOLUTION: A main body 1 is formed by sewing both the terminal parts of 1st and 2nd cloth elements 1a 
and 1b composed of thin cotton cloth having high air permeability and high absorbency of water. At such 
a time, stretchable materials such as rubber can be sewn together with cotton, etc., as well. The 1st and 
2nd cloth elements 1a and 1b are made symmetric and its terminal part is radially branched into five 
sections corresponding to five toes. Besides, the terminal part of the main body 1 on the opposite side of 
a cylindrical part 2 is opened and made into a toe inserting port 3. The length of each cylindrical part 2 is 
set so as to expose a correspondent toe A and opening parts 4-8 of respective cylindrical parts 2 are 
made circular in the sizes for inserting respectively correspondent toes. In order to prevent the toe 
supporter from being shifted at the toe, cloth having stretching force stronger than that of the main body 1 
can be sewn on the inner peripheral surface of the main body as well, and shift at the time of wearing can 
be prevented.
